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Exact Position of the Crisis 
in the Trade. 


IMPORTANT DECISIONS BY THE THREE ASSOCIATIONS. 


| @ HAS been a week of agitation in the Trade. 
™ Meetings of renters, exhibitors and manufacturers, 
Individually and collectively, have debated the future. 
But we pay slight attention to the many rumours 
that have been so intently circulated during the past 
few days. 

The exact position is briefly this. A conference 
of the executive committees of the three Trade Associa- 
tions was held on Monday, when a number of important 
resolutions were passed. All of them were adopted, with 
absolute unanimity. 

There was an expression of opinion that any manu- 
facturer withholding films from sale and renting direct 
to exhibitors is acting against the best interests of the 
Trade, and the meeting pledged itself to adopt measures 
to be agreed upon for the purpose of dealing with the 
situation which had arisen. 

We believe the executive committees of the three 
Trade Associations pledged themselves to submit the 
resolutions passed to their respective members. 

Manufacturers also agreed not to supply films to any 
other manufacturer or manufacturers who refused to sell 
their films on the open market, and the Renters decided 
not to supply exhibitors who obtain any portion of their 
programs from manufacturers who refuse to sell on the 
open market. 

Another important decision arrived at was that the 
manufacturers would not sell or hire films to renters 
who supplied exhibitors securing their program, or 
any portion ofit, from firms who refuse to sell on the open 
market. 

Members of the Exhibitors Association, we have rea- 
son to believe, also pledged themselves not to exhibit 
the films of manufacturers who endeavoured to hire their 
own films. 

Views expressed as to the present position vary, con- 
siderably. One section favours the fixing of a definite 
scale of renting charges, whilst others hold that the 
retumi of films after a certain period would lessen the 
quantity of junk on the market. Then there is the posi- 
tion of the dissatisfied exhibitor, who does not favour 
the return of films, but would undertake not to place 
them on the market again. Whatever decision is ultimately 
arrived at, the necessity for perfect unity among all 
sections of the Trade was never more necessary than 
at present, and we reiterate the opinion expressed in 
these columns last week that a via media will eventually 
be found. 
Decision by the Exhibitors. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted 
at a meeting of the general council of the Kinemato- 
graph Exhibitors’ Association. 


‘This General Council of the Kinematograph Exhibitors? 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland composed of delegates 
from all parts of the Kingdom having unanimously decided that 
it is diametrically opposed to the interests of Exhibitors that 
any manufacturer or manufacturers should stop the sale of ordin- 
ary films published by them, strongly advise all Exhibitors 
to refrain from exhibiting the production of any manufacturer 
or manufacturers attempting to exclusively hire their own films.” 


What is being done in the North. 

At a meeting of the Northern Central District of the Nationa! 
Exhibitors’ Association in Manchester last week, when thirty 
exhibitors attended, representing eighty theatres, the following 
resolution was unanimously passed : 

“ This meeting is unanimously of opinion that the principle 
of manufacturers exclusively hiring their own films, is one fraught 
with grave danger to exhibitors, and we pledge ourselves not to 
show any films of any manufacturer or manufacturers who 
refuse to sell their ordinary films to film renters or exhibitors.” 

A meeting of the Manufacturers’ Association took 
place at the Connaught Rooms, Great Queen Street, 
W.C., yesterday (Wednesday) aiternoon, when matters 
of great importance were under consideration. The 
meeting was still sitting when we went to press at a 
late hour last evening. 








L.C.C. Education Committee 
Approve Filmsof Open Air Schools. 





It was reported to the Education Committee of the London 
County Council on Tuesday that three firms had applied for 
permission to take kinematograph pictures of the classes at the 
Council’s open-air schools for public exhibition and reproduction 
as an educational subject, in this country, the Colonies, France 
and America, for circulation among educational authorities. 

The committee éxpressed its approval of the opinion of a sub- 
committee that such films would increase the public interest 
in this branch of education and would prove of value to other 
educational authorities at home and abroad. The applications 
were therefore acceded to, on condition that the work of the 
schools was not unduly interfered with, and that the headmasters 
were consulted as to the most convenient time for taking the 
photographs. |

A well attended and most enthusiastic meeting of kinemato- 
eraph theatre exhibitors in the Middlesex County area was held 
yesterday (Wednesday) morning at the Electric Coliseum, 
(creen Lanes, Harringay, N. 

The object of the meeting was to consider what steps should 
be taken to counter the move which is being made by the Middle- 
sex County Council and other bodies, to close picture theatres 
on Sundays in this division. Active preparations by the ISINE- 
MATOGRAPH WEEKLY have been on foot since the middle of De- 
cember to convene a meeting of all exhibitors in the Middlesex 
area, but as yesterday's gathering had been called by Mr. J. 
Trevor, of the Electric Coliseum, Harringay (without knowing 
that other steps were being taken with the same object) 1t was 
decided that the wisest course would be to leave the matter 
entirely in his hands. 

Mr. Trevor (who was in the chair) made a strong and effective 
speech, in the course of which he pointed out that the only 
chance of keeping their theatres open on Sundays in that dis- 
trict lay in the direction of co-operative action. Ii they pre- 
sented a united front, and stood shoulder to shoulder, their 
chances of success could not be bettered. But there must be no 
hesitation on their part. They must make it clear to every candi- 
date for election that the Sunday closing of picture theatres 
was a people’s question, and they, as providers of the people's 
entertainment had the matter largely in their own hands. 


_ They should have no hesitation in using every theatre screen 


to propagate their views and supplement this by plenty of 
convincing literature, and in numerous other ways which could 
be left to a committee to devise. They must, however, let every 
County Council candidate understand clearly that they (the 
Defence League) would not only advise the electorate not to 
vote for those who were not in favour of Sunday opening, but 
that they would be opposed by candidates of their own, if 
necessary. He had great pleasure in informing the meeting that 
their old friend—the friend of every exhibitor—the KINEMATO- 
GRAPH WEEKLY, had joined forces with them in this most im- 
portant matter, and would give its whole-hearted support 
to their efforts to fight the battle of the exhibitor on this question 
(loud applause). 

After speeches by Mr. Gavazzi King (secretary of the Kine- 
matograph Exhibitors’ Association), Mr. C. A. Rollason (Mus- 
well Hill Theatre), Mr. G. H. Dawson (Cinema Halles), and others, 
it was resolved to form a Middlesex Exhibitors’ Defence League, 
and the meeting then proceeded to elect a Committee to deal 
with the necessary matters in connection with the campaign, 
as follows: Mr. W. W. Evans (Canadian Rink Cinema), Mr. 
Moss Cohen, Mr. G. A. S. Porter (Amalgamated Cinematograph 
Theatres, Lid.), Mr. C. A. Rollason (Muswell Hill Electric), 
Capt. Bettleston (Cinema Halles), Mr: A. Clozenberg (Walpole 
Theatre, Ealing), Mr, L. Grant (Broadway, Ealing), Mr. J. 
Trevor (Electric Coliseum, Harringay), Mr. Gavazzi Ising 
(Secretary, Exhibitors’ Association), Mr. G. H. Dawson (Cinema 
Halles), Mr. J. Sheffield (Sheffield Bros.), Mr. F. Bentley (Bijou, 
Isleworth), Mr. J. T. Holland (Rutland Park Cinema, Willes- 
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den), Mr. S. Cohen (National Hall, Hornsey), and Mr. Low 
Warren (KINEMATOGRAPH WEEKLY). 

A fund was then opened to defray the expenses of the work, 
and a preliminary sum of {79 16s. was subscribed in the room. 
The Committee will at once commence active operations and it 
ig hoped to communicate direct with every exhibitor in the Mid- 
dlesex area within the next few days.

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How I take my Natural History Subjects. $ 





article for the KINEMATO- 

GRAPH WEEKLY on how I 
succeeded in obtaining my natural 
history films. The first thought that 
strikes one is : ‘“You mustn't say too 
much ; it’s giving the game away.’ 
But those so gifted with the patience 
necessary and the natural love of 
this kind of work are quite welcome 
to any pointers these brief notes may 
give and I wish them the best of luck. 

Now, with subjects like the wild 
fox, mentioned in your review last 
week, the first thing I find is the 
permanent home of the animal, what- 
ever it might be that I have decided 
tofilm. Then an observation chamber 
is built anc from it notes are made of 
the habits of the animal, the time’ of 
his walks in the morning or evening, 
MR. FRANK NEWMAN, the kind of prey he brings home, and 
soon. Thus the story of the filmis secured. Now the practical 
part begins. A “hide” large enough to contain the camera 1s 
built and the outside made to resemble the immediate surround- 
ings. The position depends, of course, upon the lighting re- 
quired on the subject and the time of day the pictures are to 
be taken. _ 

A Real Difficulty. 

Now, with the fox subject I noticed that sometimes he brought 
home rabbits and sometimes fowls. Rabbits, I decided, would 
make the most interesting picture, but how was I to get him 
catching them, as his hole was in the centre of a common some 
ten miles in circumfe.ence. It was impossible to follow him

when getting his prey and some disused rabbit holes near by 
gave me an idea. I had some wild rabbits trapped alive, and 
a box made to contain them made with a trap door fitted with 
an electric release. This, with the rabbits, was placed inside 
the old rabbit warren at 4.3¢ a.m. one morning when the fox was 
away. He generally returned about an hour after daybreak, thus 
allowing plenty of time for the human scent to totally disappear. 
This is a great difficulty in this kind of work. A wild rabbit 
subject-I have just completed, shows this most plainly. I had

previously taken the mother rabbit uncovering and covering up 
her young, but desiring a close view of the young I got someone 
to slightly uncover them again. They were covered up exactly 
as found, but I have recorded on pictures the mother comirg up 
to the hole three times and refusing to go in because of the scent. 
Next day I visited the nest and the young were all dead, 
Ingenious Methods of Filming. 

To return to the fox. On his re-appearance I immediately 
released the rabbits by my electric connection. They, of course, 
came to the surface and began feeding. ‘The fox spotted them 
and killed two: thus I had the incident. I should mention 
that I released the rabbits on four different occasions before I 
got the successtul pictures, as they were in no hurry to leave the 
box and come outside, and by the time they had ventured out 
the fox had gone home for the day 

As I mentioned last week, I have often taken successful pic- 
tures from my “cow.” This is, of course, hollow, and is con-

structed of cardboard covered with red cork lino. The cardboard 
and lino are fastened on to a shaped wooden frame and the en- 
trance door is at the back. There are three spy holes, each fitted 
with a ruby glass shutter. The cow is mounted on a middle leg 
on which the structure revolves at will from inside. My imi- 
tation tree trunk is on the same principle, and both are fitted 
with a spirit stove, kettle and refreshment cupboard and there 
are ventilators at the top. When in the tree trunk:once a wood- 
pecker came and vigorously tried to make a way into the in- 
terior, It got through the bark covering, but the cork lino lining 
—inside this time— was too much. A wasp came in through 
the spy hole. I was having a cup of tea inside with some straw- 
berries and cream at the time and was photographing a wood- 
pecker taking food to its young. Being uncomfortable with the 
wasp at such close quarters, | upset my cup and spoiled my picture 
for the time being, for the woodpecker came no more that 
day. I may mention that I was within tour feet of her nest. 
Twelve Months to Make a Picture. 

With regard to my reptile and insect subjects I find it necessary 
to keep a whole stock of these all the year round. It takes twelve 
months—sometimes longer—to complete a subject, because you 
must have eggs, larvae, pupal stage, etc., and then the full grown 
specimen in its native haunts. Insect lite, no matter how small,

can be photographed successfully, even minute forms invisible 
to the naked eye by the aid of a microscopic attachment, although, 
strange to say, this kind of photography does not interest the 
general pu blic, 

For my picture I have the run of an estate in Suirey, some 
1oo acres in extent, IJ also keep a number of animals in captiv- 
ity there suitable for kinematography. These are mostly toreign, 
including several species of monkey. One, I have, has brought 
up a black kitten from birth, I also have a Persian rat which 
has adopted a wild rabbit since it was a day old. The rabbit is 
bigger now than its mother. My latest addition is a lion cub 
which is being brought up with a pet lamb ; they are playmates 
already. | 

I have frequently gone out of England for subjects. Last 
year I visited the Upper Nile and secured the life of the crocedile 
from egg upwards, getting some excellent pictures under water. 
Of course, there are dull and wet days when you can do nothing 
in this kind of work. I have also turned my attention to natural 
colour kinematography and have evolved an excellent formula 
for the colour sensation of virgin negative. I have nature sub- 
jects in two and three colour processes, and went out and assisted 
in depicting the Durbar for Mr. Charles Urban. By colouring 
my positives with transparent dyes my natural colour pictures 
can be exhibited with any make of projector capable of “ speed- 
ing-up.”’ No extra light is required than for ordinary black and 
white. 


Another Animal Film by Lux. 
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“THE LEOPARD AVENGER.” 








We have in the past drawn attention to the splendid films 
featuring wild animals that have emanated from the Lux Co., 
and it was with considerable pleasure that we witnessed anothéy 
of this series a few days ago. Entitled “ ‘The Leopard Avenger,” 
this is quite the equal of its predecessors and in fact possesses 
additional interest over the usual subject of this class inasmuch 
as part of it is devoted to picturing an actual hunt. The leo- 
pard is shot right before the camera and is seen to bound into the 
air as itis struck. In another part of the subject there are some 
beautiful water reflection scenes which are a delight to the eye. 

The story tells of Douglas, an old chemist, who, with his 
daughter, Madge, and a few assistants, has established his labora- 
tory in the depths of an African wood. Owing to the depreda- 
tions of a leopard a hunt is organised and step by step we follow 
the hunters through the forest until the quarry is seen and shot, 
By mischance it is only wounded and a few minutes later is 
found lying on its side a short distance away. The hunters are 
about to end its life when Madge begs that the leopard be given 
to her, 

When the beast recovers it becomes the slave of the girl 
who saved its life. Meantime Douglas has accomplished the 
end that he set himself and has discovered a way whereby he 
can manufacture diamonds. The news of this is bruited abroad 
and at length it comes to the ears of Morgan, the secretary to a 
trust contiolling large diamond fields. Immediately he per- 
ceives that the manufactured'gem may cause a slumpin his market 


and accordingly sends Smith, one of his hirelings, to buy the 
* chemist’s secret at all costs. 


smith eventually interviews ‘Douglas, but, to his consternation, 
learns that the scientist does not wish to profit by his invention, 
but means instead to make the diamond a drug on the market 
so that it shall no longer be sought after at the cost of life. A 
telegram is sent to headquarters asking for further instructions 
and in teply comes the intimation to secure the secret at all 
costs. 

That night a silent figure emters the scientist’s home and 
making its way into the laboratory, bends over the safe. Sud- 
denly the patter of feet breaks the silence and through the door- 
away comes the leopard. It crouches and springs and Smith 
is fighting for his life. Slowly he is dragged down until with 
a. last despairing effort he pulls out his revolver and fires. Douglas 
and his daughter, awakened by the sounds of strife, peer 
through the doorway and see before them the still body of a 
man, while lying across him is the dead ‘‘ Leopard Avenger.” 

Released March 30, length 1600 feet. 
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Rival ‘‘ Miracle” Films. 


In the Chancery Division on Tuesday, Lord Justice Farwell 
had before him a motion by Mr. Joseph Menchen against the 
Broadway Gardens, Ltd. 

Mr. Romer, K.C., for plaintiff, explained that he was moving 
for an injunction to restrain defendants from describing a kine- 
matograph film they were producing at a picture palace in Ful- 
hamin such a way as to deceive the public into the belief that it 
was a representation of the wordless play “ The Miracle."’ Mr. 
Menchen possessed the sole kinematograph rights of the play in 
this country. The Elite Sales Agency had acquired another 
film which illustrated a story which the defendants said was 
based upon the same legends as ‘‘ The Miracle.” The advantage 
of the name “ The Miracle,”’ counsel suggested, was obvious, 
but people, to whom the Elite Sales Agency were hiring out 
their film said they were not bound by the proceedings in Mr. 
Justice Neville’s case, when defendants gave an undertaking 
not to term their film “ The Miracle.” The defendants in the 
present case owned a picture theatre at Fulham, and adver- 
tised the production of this other film in such a way as to mislead 
people ta believe they were #oIng to see a Tepresentation of 
“The Miracle’ play. 

His Lordship: Is it a mere question of words ? 

Mr. Romer said it was a question of print, the words “ Sister 
Beatrix *’ and “‘The Miracle’’ being in large type, and the words 
‘a new and distinct version of “ being in very small type. 
Anybody seeing the bills would imagine he was going to see a 
film of ‘‘ The Miracle’ play. Unless the intention was to obtain 
an unfair advantage from the reputation of the play, why did 
defendants announce it in this way ? . 

His Lordship did not think that as the performance had started 
on the previous day and was only to continue for one week it 
was a case for an injunction. 

Mr. Romer said the difficulty was that plaintiff did not hear 
of these things until they started. If the court did not interfere 
by injunction plaintiff would never be able to stop it and there 
would be no value left in “ The Miracle’ film. He was not 
attempting to stop the performance of defendants’ firm, but only 
misrepresentation. ; 

His Lordship again observed that he thought the application 
had come too late. 

Mr. Romer : These cases come up like mushrooms all over the 
place and our reasonable fear is that our film upon which we have 
spent /1o,000, will be rendered valueless. 

His Lordship : If that is so you may get very heavy damages 
if you are right. I cannot interfere now. 

The motion was accordingly refused. 


ANOTHER APPLICATION. 

In the same court on Tuesday Mr. Justice Joyce considered 
an application on behalf of Mr. Joseph Menchen v. Biocolour 
Picture Theatres, Ltd., for a similar injunction. 

Mr. Schiller appeared for applicants and argued the case at 
some length. He differed from his Lordship’s comment that 
the case was one for a County Court, and he appealed for leave 
to serve short notice of motion to bring the matter on on Friday 

His Lordship : I don’t see how I can say before Saturday. 
Mr. Schiller - The damage will have been done by then, my 
lerd. ; 

Leave was granted as requested.

Those frequenters 
of picture theatres who know and have been charmed by the 
romantic story, will find nothing at which to cavil in the way in 
which it is presented ; and those who will make their first ac- 
quaintance with the subject by means of -this Edison film, 
will not only find a story provided full of stirring incidents, 
through which a strong love interest runs, but will in all likeli- 
hood be prompted to read what is undoubtedly one of the master- 
pieces of English literature.

There are George and Will Fielding, the brothers 
who become estranged over Susan Merton, George's sweetheart— 
a pathetic character throughout ; Mr. Merton, Susan’s pliable 
father ; Tom Robinson, who undergocs such sulfering in the 
gaol ; Josephs, the convict whom death releases from callous 
hands.; Hawes, the sinister and remorseless governor of the 
gaol; Francis Eden, the curate, who brings a ray of God's 
sunshine into the gloomy penal settlement ; John Meadows, 
the opulent villain, who vanquishes all virtue till at last he 
oversteps the bounds of prudence ; Crawley, the last named’s 
servant, obsequious and spiteful ; Isaac Levy, the old Jew, 
who will not exercise the prerogative of mercy where his enemy is 
concerned, but is a true friend to those whom he has tried and 
iound not wanting ; and various others. All these are definitely 
pertinent to the sto:y, of which we give a brief resume so far as 
the sentimental interest is affected. 

The Fielding Brothers are served with notice of foreclosure 
of a mortgage on their farm. George, the elder, is engaged to 
Susan Merton. John Meadows has also been captivated by the 
charms of Susan, but realising the futility of trying to win her 
from George by honorable means, he formulates plans for Georges 
undoing and his own aggrandisement. Anticipating his victory, 
Meadows selects the house to which he proposes to take Susan 
as his bride. This house has been tenanted for many years 
by Isaac Levy, an old Jew, and tender memories enshrining his 
dead wife and children cause the old man to cling to the place. 
Meadows, however, ousts him, thereby gaining the Jew’s undying 
enmity. Later, when Levy comes to plead again to be allowed 
to retain the house he overhears Meadows and his tool, Crawley, 
plot to checkmate George Fielding while he is away in Australia, 
to which place Meadow’s machinations have indirectly sent him. 
Levy has been protected by George Fielding from a blow from 
Meadow's cane and out of gratitude the old man makes plans 
to protect George's interests from the plotters. He rents an 
office next to Meadows and through a hole in the wall, which 
he beres with that object, he is informed of all their plans. 
His major triumph is reserved for the close, when he exposes 
Mearlows as a thief on his wedding morning and restores to George 
Fielding not only the riches which he has won by hard toil 
in Australia, but also the girl who has been true to his love against 
all attacks till falsely apprised of his perfidy. 

The photoplay closes with George and Susan happily united 
after a time of storm and stress, and Meadows and his tool 
being removed to prison. This reswme gives but a faint sketch 
of the play, which is likely to hold the attention of the spectator 
from start to finish.

F ALL the many really brilliant products of 
C) the photoplay creator few have rivalled and 
certainly none have surpassed the Zigomar 
series. Indeed it might be said that this striking series 
has helped the Eclair to build up its reputation. ' 
In the Zigomar film plays, the master criminal, 
by reason of his own dominant personality, commands 
admiration: Yet he is not idealised, nor are his pro- 
jects glorified and vindicated. His war on society is 
deplored and Broquet, the champion of law and order, 
is triumphant, How is this achieved ? This is not a 
story of physical conflict, but of the strivings of brain 
against brain. The detective uses his opportunities 
to exercise those peculiar qualities and powers of con- 
centration that Conan Doyle gave to his fictional 
Sherlock Holmes. The film is highly sensational, 
yet should, and undoubtedly will, appeal to the epicure 
of picturedom, and whilst it is thnlling, strong and 
dramatic, is neither crude nor coarse. 

The story contains many points worthy of special 
mention. The scene for instance in the underground 
sewer, into which Zigomar has dragged a heavy sale, 
is exceptionally strong. Together with La Rosario he 
is clutching the sides when the ground, sodden by the 
flood, swiftly subsides. Frantically they struggle 
to save that for which they have msked so much, but 
their efforts only result in they themselves being 
drageed into the pit. Now it is a struggle for life and 
only by superhuman efforts do they save themselves. 

Again, the scene changes to Italy, where Broquet and his 
assistant are making a journey by motor boat. Zigomar is 
on their trail and to accomplish their destruction he hires an 
aeroplane and flies over their craft. Something leaves his hand 
to burst into flame ; he is hurling bombs at them. By luck 
they win safety and the final stage of the struggleis entered upon. 

It will be of interest to readers to know that our old friend, 
Paulin Broquet, is the one to engage thesteel of Zizomar, and his 
clever methods of elucidation will excite the admiration of all 
who have not previously made his acquaintance.

La Rosario slips into a rough coffin near, while 
Zigomar pulls the winding cloth over him. The deception is 
unnoticed and the surgeon signifies his willingness to certify 
death, The detective grimly asks for a piece of the dead man's 
skin to convert into a case, and an as«istant remains io tear the 
skin from the arm. He is just about to make an incision when 
he is choked into insensibility. 

Ere long Zigomar is back amid his gang. One of his first 
actions is to send an ironic intimation of his freedom to Broquet, 
whoimmediately takes up a deadly duel of wits with his adver- 
sary. 

We see among other things an unsuccessful attempt to rob 
a circus proprietor of his lottery prize aid repeated efforts by 
Zigomar to accomplish the death of the man whom money cannot 
tempt to set aside his duty. But Zigomar at length over-reaches 
himself. He has set his heart on robbing a wealthy banker, 
but his plans are frustrated by Broquet, whom Zigomar believes toe 
be lving at the bottom ofa mountain lake, but who visits the banker 
and acquaints him with the plot against him. The strong room 
is kept under observation, The “ Z” gang enters and attack

I do not, of course, know whether 
this offer is due to a desire on the part of the would-be buyers 
to acquire shares because they are impressed with the prospects 
of the company, or is the outcome of some other reason and 
purpose. Whatever the object, I do not imagine there will bé 
a rush of sellers at the price named, but in case any of my readers 
Should be in doubt as to what response to give to the offer to 
buy, I suggest they should keep their shares and not accept such 
a preposterous price even though it means cash down, often a 
temptation, I know, to people whose capital has been locked 
up for some time. Let me point out that this company made 
a profit during the twelve months ended last October of (16,105 
2s. 2d., that it has cleared off all its cash liabilities, that it re- 
cently paid an interim dividend of 5 per cent., and that, if its 
profits are maintained as good as last year, there seems no reason 
why it should not pay annual dividends of 10 per cent. Under 
such circumstances an offer of 6s. 3d. for a {1 share does not 
appear reasonable and, indeed, might be otherwise described. 
There may, as I have suggested, be reasons for the offer that do 
not appear on the surface. [I know nothing about such, and 
base my estimate of the company’s position and prospects on 
its recently issued balance sheet. Ihave in my time seen many 
offers to purchase shares from firms both in the city and out of 
it, but I can never remember any of these offers being inspired 
by what I may term motives of pure philanthropy. I can only 
assume that the offer to buy Amalgamated Cinematograph 
Theatres, Ltd., at 6s. 3d. a share is: the outcome of the belief 
on the part of those who make the offer that they are worth more 
than this sum. Herein I agree and accordingly, as I have said, 
I advise holders of these shares to keep them, and not let them 

go at something less than one-third their full value. 


A Market in Shares. 

| think it likely that the firm referred to in the preceding 
paragraph may get some response to its appeal. In nearly every 
company there are to be found shareholders who wish to realise 
their holdings, even at a heavy sacrifice. They want cash for 
some purpose or other, often want it at once, must have it in 
fact, and, accordingly, grasp at any offer that will transmute 
their share certificates into coin of the realm. ‘That is the 
reason why I have persistently advocated the formation of a 
stock Exchange market in kinematograph theatre shares. 
Buyers and sellers would thereby be brought together, and 
something like a fair price would be obtainable, I have received 
a‘ letter on this subject from the manager of an investment 
apency expressing approval of some recent remarks of mine 
in regard thereto. My correspondent agrees that wherever 
possible a ‘' quotation on the Stock Exchange should be secured.” 
| preseme that’ by “ quotation "’ my correspondent meant 
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settlement with a view to a subsequent market.. I notice that 
in prospectuses and at company meetings this term “ quota- 
tion’ is frequently used when a “ quotation’ is out of the 
question. ‘ Quotation "' means inclusion in the official list of 
prices issued by the Stock Exchange Committee, and inclusion 
therein, except in the case of companies with a very large capital, 
is an impossibility. However, as I have said, I assume that 
my correspondent really meant not quotation but settlement 
and a market, which he says is impossible as regards small com- 
panies. In such cases the needs of shareholders, 1.¢., | suppose 
their desire to sell, is, he suggests, met by an investment agency, 
such as his, '' which makes a speciality of keeping in touch with 
investors in kinematograph companies.’ 1 confess I had not 
previously heard of any such agency, and a good many share- 
holders, or “‘investors,’’ to use my correspondent’s term, in 
such companies, appear to be in similar ignorance, and I should 
be glad to learn what is the modus operandi of the agency, whether 
buyers and sellers are brought into communication, a commis- 
sion being simply charged by the agency on the deal, or whether 
it, like the city firm I have referred to, itself buys shares at its 
OWT price. 

Premier Electric Theatres, Ltd. 

This unfortunate company may, I suppose, be deemed to have 
been at length interred at the meeting of the shareholders 
held last week to consider the liquidator’s re 
choly report, as it.turned out. The liquidator was, it may be 
remembered, instructed to test the validity of the sale of the 
theatres which were disposed of for “a mere song,” although 
valued at £50,000 to {60,000. The liquidator had to report 
that he could do nothing. In front of the shareholders were 
creditors with a preferential claim of from {10,000 to £15,000. 
If the shareholders put up money for a fight and recovered any- 
thing, the creditors would have been entitled to, and undoubt- 
edly would have taken it. In these circumstances the creditors 
were asked to subscribe funds for the purpose of legally testing 
the validity of the sale of the theatres, but they only put up 
between them the magnificent sum of {5. The liquidator then 
approached the Board of Trade and asked it to guarantee ex- 
penses, but the reply was that if the creditors would not supply 
a fighting fund, the Board of Trade would give no assistance 
in the matter, as the creditors, and not the shareholders, would 
benefit if success were achieved. The debenture holders were 
then approached, but they insisted on their rights, and claimed | 
that they had merely done what they were entitled todo. They, 
however, out of kindness, or to avoid the possibility of litiga- 
tion, offered to provide one shilling in the pound for the creditors’ 
claims. That offer was unanimously accepted. ‘ The position 
was very unsatisfactory,’ remarked the liquidator, except, 
we may remark, for the debenture holders. ‘The shareholders 
have lost their money and their property, while the creditors 
have received just one-twentieth of their claims. On the other 
hand, some person or persons have acquired the company's 
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theatres dirt cheap, and are presumably doing well out of the 
deal. One shareholder at the meeting asserted that the Har- 
ringay theatre, once the company’s property, was doing excel- 
lently. It appears that this theatre was knocked down for a 
trifle of f1,250. Clearly not an excessive capitalisation. 

A Gase for an Inquest. 

As I have remarked, last week’s meeting may be regarded as 
the funeral of Premier Electric Theatres, Ltd., a company with 
a singularly inglorious career. I can see no reason whatever 
why the interment should preclude an inquest. Exhumation 
is not an infrequent thing in regard to death under suspicious 
circumstances, One can understand the refusal of the Board of 
Trade to put up cash to guarantee legal expenses when a successful 
result would have meant provision of cash for creditors who 
took, and no doubt knew, the risks when they delivered their 
goods on other than a money-down basis. But the Board of 
Trade has obviously another duty in the matter—a duty to the 
public as represented by the shareholders of this company. It 
started with a capital, a subscribed capital, of over (22,000, 
a good deal of which was frittered away. The liquidator last 
year suggested that the profits of the promoting syndicate, 
which received altogether in cash and shares (8,500, was a 
matter which should be “carefully looked into.” The pre- 
liminary expenses, including the foregoing promoters’ profits, 
were set down in the balance sheet at 11,398. Six months 
befere the debenture holders foreclosed, the company’s theatres 
were announced at a meeting of the shareholders to be making 
a profit of {200 a week. Mortgages, debentures and other 
charges had by then been piled up, and though the original direc- 
tors, or most of them, had been got rid of, the end was inevi- 
table. That end—a loss of all their capital—is undoubtedly 
hard on the shareholders. Their theatres were all excellently 
situated and there is no reason whatever, if the subscribed capital 
had all been economically utilised, why this company should not 
have become a financial success instead of a ghastly failure. 
However, there seems to me to be a necessity, as the liquidator 
said, for “ carefully looking into’ the circumstances attending 
the flotation and early history of Premier Electric Theatres, 
Ltd., and we hope the Board of Trade will do its duty in the 
matter. 


A New Hendon Theatre. 

I have received the prospectus of the Temple Fortune Kinema, 
Ltd., a company formed to work a kinematograph theatre at 
Hendon. The capital is {5,000 in {1 shares, but it is only por- 
posed to issue at present £3,500. A freehold site, with a modern 
building thereon, now used as a motor garage, to be acquired at 
a cost of /2,500, and it is estimated that an expenditure thereon 
of {750 will suffice to convert the premises into a handsome 
kinematograph theatre, “equal to any West End house.” 
The latter seems a somewhat startling proposition in view of 
recent developments in West End kinematograph theatres. 
There are—and this is undoubtedly a pleasing feature of the 
prospectus—" no founders’, deferred, or management shares, 
and no promotion profits.” The prospectus does not give any 
information as to whether there are to be promotion expenses. 
I see a notification on the prospectus that it is “ for information 
only.” This is surely the object of all prospectuses. There 


_is, however, no indication that the prospectus has been filed 


with the Registrar of Joint Steck Companies as required. I 
presume that this requirement has been complied with, though 
I imagine a notification of the fact was necessary on the pros- 
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pectus, as | see that the office of the company is the same as 
the office of the solicitor of the company. The prospectus 
states, quite correctly that “electric theatres ” are a remunerta- 
tive investment, and it intimates that the directors “ confidently 
anticipate that the present company will earn substantial divi- 
dends.”” No estimate is given as to profits, an omission which 
is perhaps wise. It is stated that the property be to acquired 
is situated in a part of Hendon with a population of 25,000 
“so far without any place of amusement.’’ If this be so there 
is undoubtedly an excellent opening for a kinematograph theatre 
which, 1f intelligently managed, should show substantial profits. 
‘The capital of this new concern is, at any rate, moderate, and 
there is no reason why it should not achieve success. =i]

But it is not solely the absence of padding and the 
coruscation of thrills which commend the film. There 
is a moral wholesomeness about it which is good to 
see, and it is therefore impossible for it to leave an 
unpalatable impression behind after the high pressure 
ol excitement it occasions 15 relieved. 

The story opens with an introduction to an engaging 
orphan girl, Martha, whom we see employed in 
decorative work in a studio of a pottery factory. * She 
is the ward of the proprietor of the factory, Grundall, 
to whose amatory advances she is strongly averse. 
Miserable under the conditions in which she has to 
live, for she is given no liberty or opportunity to 
‘associate with anyone of her own age, she schemes to 
escape.

He finds the note after 
shattering the vase with a bullet during a moment of caprice, 
and, scenting romance, immediately embarks on a mission like 
one of the knights errant of old to succour beauty in distress, 
He visits the factory, and is captivated by the charms of 
Martha, while it is obvious that Martha is equally impressed 
by him. 

After a violent scene with the guardian, Jack is more than ever 
resolved to take Martha from him and he arranges a means of 
escape which is initially successful. Grundall, however, soon 
discovers the trick which has been played upon him and furious 
with jealousy at the miscarriage of his plans, he immediately 
starts out in pursuit of the fugitives. ‘The latter after careering 
for some miles in a motor car they have chartered, are in danger 
of being overtaken, so they continue their flight across open 
fields and woodland country, till they reach the seaside. With 
Grundall still at their heels they engage a motor boat, and 
instantly proceed on a long cruise to sea. Grundall, not to be 
shaken off, follows jin another motor-boat, and when 
the two young people eventually land he is still on their track. 
Jack and Martha prevail upon an aeronaut to take them for a 
flight in a balloon, but it has only. just been released when 
Grundall rushes up. He-clings to a trail rope and is carried high 
into the air, but, eventually exhausted, he is forced to loose his 


| long films have come to stay, and there is every indication 
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hold and falls into the sea, Grundall, despite a narrow escape 
from drowning, is by no means done with and as soon as he 
returns to the shore he succeeds in inducing a second aeronaut 
to follow the other balloon. 

During his passage through the air he smokes a cigar to calm 
Unconsciously he holds the cigar against 
the safety valve of the balloon, an act which has appalling con- 
sequences. The fabric of the balloon is soon ignited, the gas 
explodes, and the burning wreck of the balloon is soon hurtling 
down through the air to the earth. With such a tragic end to

OBSTRUCTED EXITS. 

William Caston, the licensee of the East End Picture Palace, 
Plymouth, appeared before the Plymouth Bench recently, 
on a charge of “not taking proper precautions to ensure the 
safety of the audience.” The prosecution claimed there had 
been non-compliance with a condition of the license, that “ all 
ways of exit from the house shall be kept free from anything 
liable to hinder the safe and speedy exit of the audience in case 
of fire, accident, or panic.” : 

A police constable testified to people standing m the exits 
and children along the gangways ; but in examination admitted — 
that the exit doors worked quite easily and that despite the chil- 
dren in the gangway there was a space left down the middle. 
Defendant's son, who was in charge of the theatre at the time of 
the alleged offence, said there was a sudden rush of people 
to see a special picture, and when he realised the number in the 
theatre he issued instructions against admitting more. He 
distributed the children in the gangway and left a clear path in 
the centre. The hall could be cleared in two minutes, A fine

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INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

The London County Ceuneil are required to report quarterly 
as to the action taken under the Cinematograph Act, 1909. At 
their meeting on Tuesday a statement was submitted accordingly 
for the quarter ended December 31st, 1912, and from this we 
find that the number of premises in respect of which licenses 
lapsed and were not renewed was 16 ; the licenses granted 27 ; 
the transfer of licenses granted 18 ; the premises in respect of 
which notices were received of occasional exhibitions in premises 
not licensed under the Cinematograph Act, I909, were 24 ; 
and the number of exhibitions in respect of which such notices 
were received, 4T. 

LIGHTING THEATRE EXITS. 

The Manchester Watch Committee, at a recent special mecting, 
perplexed themselves over the question of lighting exits at pic- 
ture theatres—which they, and we, regard as an important 
matter. They have now laid down this principle : Over the 
exits there must be placed a light which can be seen during the 
whole of the performance. The question of how much light 
might reasonably be turned on during the whole of the perform- 
ance is under consideration ; they are convinced it would be 
advantageous for a certain amount of light, under which persons 
could distinguish each other, to always be focussed upon the 
exits, the light to be regulated so that it would not interfere 
with a good view of the pictures. 

A new picture theatre is in 
course of erection at Woking. 
It is to be ready by March 17th, 
and will seat 500 persons. The 
proprietors are Messrs. H. T. 
Edwards and T. H. King, |the 
latter of whom will act as mana- 
ger. He has been connected in 
the same capacity with the 
North Camp, Crawley and God- 
alming Electric Theatres. 

A picture theatre is projected for Nicholson Square, Idin- 
burgh, It will seat 450 and is to be opened in May or June. 


The new Windsor Cinema, Peascod Street, Windsor, was 


It will seat 500 and is handsomely 
upholstered and equipped with all modern requirements. 


A report comes from New York to the effect that during a 
performance in a kinematograph theatre of that city last week 
an outbreak of fire occurred in the projection chamber, a panic 
following, resulting in two deaths and injury to too people.

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SWEET REASONABLENESS. 

Counsel defending in a prosecution under the Cinematograph 
Act (obstructing gangways) at Southport, last week, passed some 
pertinent comments anent the arbitrary action of the police. 
‘It looks to me,’’ he said, “‘as if the ratepayers, inhabitants and 
others carrying on business and entertainments in this borough were 
all to be persecuted right down to the bed-rock. If the Chief Con- 
stable likes to unearth all the statutes, regulations and orders, he 
will find us all committing offences every day ofourlives. There 
must be sweet reasonableness in these things. The law is no 
good unless combined with commonsense.” He was successful 
in his defence, the case avainst his client, Mr. rank MacNaghton, 
lessee of the Pier Pavilion Theatre, at Southport, being dismissed 
on payment of costs, an undertaking being given to keep the 
promenade clear.

For the Blind ! 

We had always been under the impression that the kinemato- 
gtaph was a thing to be seem and admired. But the ingenuity 
of our American friends apparently knows no limit, for an 
enterprising New Yorker has invented a kinematograph for the 
blind. The apparatus is worked by electricity, and presents 
the pictures in the form of a series of “ reliefs,’’ which pass 
rapidly beneath the fingers of the “‘ spectator,.”’ The sense 
of touch is said to be so keenly developed in blind people, that 
they can perfectly understand and appreciate what is being shown 
them in this manner. 


Glose of the Exhibition at Berlin. 

After a fair measure of success, the Berlin Exhibition has 
elosed it doors. Most of the leading Continental producers 
were represented. The projections, of course, formed a leading 
feature of the exhibition and an ornithological show of pictures 
by a well-known French firm excited great admiration. There 
was also a representation of a duck farm, with thousands of 
those interesting creatures waddling about. The exhibits 
included apparatus for facilitating the use of the kinematograph 
in schools and educational establishments in general. 


Trouble at Rio de Janeiro. 

In this splendid “City of Palaces,’’ a dispute has arisen 
between the proprietors of two competing shows. It appears 
that Mr. J, Staffa, proprietor of the “‘ Cinematographe Parisien,”’ 
is the sole representative in Brazil for the Nordisk Company, 
of Copenhagen, and, therefore, claims the exclusive right to 
exhibit films produced by that company. Notwithstanding 
this, one of these films was shown by the “ Compagnie Cinemato- 
graphica SGrasileira,’’ proprietors of the ‘‘ Cinema Odeon,” 
who made application to Judge Federal that the performance 
should not be interfered with by Mr. Staffa. Mr. Staffa, however, 
won the case, and still retains the right of exhibiting the Nordisk 
Company's films in Brazil. 


A Regal Roman Palace. 

The “ Cine Roma Palace,” at Rome, is one of the wealthiest 
shows ,in Italy, its orchestra of Viennese ladics being a great 
attraction. The establishment was originally constructed as 
a theatre, but has since been “converted,”” Other picture thea- 
tres in Rome include the Regina, Lumiere, Olympia, Radium, 
Luxe Humbra, il Vittorio Emmanuele, and others. 

St. Quentin’s “ Fairy Palace.” 

This important town with its 50,000 inhabitants, has no 
less than seven kinematograph shows. Of these, two or ‘three 
may be specially mentioned. ‘The Kursaal” and “ The 
splendid "" are under the able direction of Monsieur Lelluin. 
Another, with the title “ Cafe Riche,” comprises every luxury 
and is under the direction of Mr. J. B. Delecourt, of Lille. The 
beauty of this gentleman’s establishment repays the trouble 
of lingering awhile to examine it. About 50 yards long and 20 
wide, it is brilliantly lighted by more than a hundred incandes- 
eent lamps and six big arcs. The walls are covered with mirrors 
and velvet drapery with allegorical designs. ‘There are four 
silded statues and a powerful organ. Add to all these attractions 
an irreproachable projection, and it will be readily understood 
that this is indeed a “ fairy palace.”’ 

We understand that Monsieur Aubert, accredited agent for 
whe Cie General du Cinematographie, has been appointed buyer 
for France, Belgium, Holland, Spain, Italy and South America, 
with a minimum of twenty copies of all films of a sensational

OR a new trade the kinematograph industry has got 
F abominably conservative. This is not a good thing 
for an industry which is still at the point in its evolution 
where constant and strenuous advancement is necessary to its 
continued life. 


The latest “ advance,’ however, which faces me as I write, 
is of so revolutionary a character that I find myself hesitating 
what to do in the way of passing an opinion upon it.

4 thing than using magnesium light to replace the electric pro- 
jection arc. 


In a’description of his experiments, which Mr. Allen sends us, 
and which description may quite possibly appear upon another 
page, either of the present or ofa future issue, of this journal, 
he points out several undeniable objections to electricity 
and follows up the recitation of them with a brief resume of ex- 
periments he has tried in the hope of finding an efficieut subdsti- 
nte. So far,tso7good. No one will find fault with him. 


But now we learn that the last and (it is claimed) most success- 
ful of these experiments consists in utilising the light obtained 
by the slow and even burning of a roll of magnesium wire placed 
close behind the kinematograph film, the light itself being con- 
densed in an economical fashion such as is,now in vogue inthe 
case of the Pathescope 


Mr. Allen assures us that the light has much to recommend it. 
(tis powerful, comparatively cold, portable and safe, whilst the 
worst that happens if anything goes wrong with the “* works” 
1s that the light goes out. 

My informant is candid and honest enough to point 
out a drawback, which came uppermost in my mind the moment 
l realised what he was drivingat. This is the fact that magnesium 
in process of burning gives out a quantity of fine white 
smoke which would take little or no time to cover condensers 
and reflectors alike with a heavy impenetrable film of magnesium 
oxide. He also as good as admits the funny little habit possessed 
by magnesium wire of going out for seemingly no reason or 
apparent cause at frequent intervals after it has been lighted. 
But this is not to sav there is nothing in the idea of magnesium 
illumination at any rate for home and demonstration purposes. 
As regards the smoke generated in process of burning, it might 
not perhaps be impossible to arrange a gentle current of air 
to wait this into a cone of damp flannel, where it, or the greater 
portion of it, would be entangled and thus prevented from spread- 
ing. 

With regard to the second little matter of the wire going out 
when it feels inclined, and that quite regardless of the automatic 
feed this would probably be slightly more difficult to overcome, 
though here again a pilot light consisting of a small methylated 
blow lamp suitably placed might be found to work wonders. 

To sum up, while I do not go so far as to say that | intend 
personally to take up very much of my time ‘with work along 
the above lines, the idea at least remains as an interesting 
and novel one with far more to be said for it than in the case of 
some other ideas we see going round from time to time in the 
Trade. Anyway it is something to make us think, and one is 
never the worse for that.

Querics Answered. 


Working with Limelight.—H. Gazerr wants us to recommend him a proictor 
for usé with limelight, also a form of projection screen on which pictures may be 


projected so as to be viewed from either side. If first expense is no great object when 
installing the projector, we may mention that the Motiograph is fitted with a patent 
shutter which has the effect of producing better lighting economy than with any other 
machine which we can bear in mind at the moment. The sort of screen that H. 
Gazett wants is a transparent one, as supplied by the London Bioscope Screen 
Co., of King William Street, E.C. 

Prospects in Ganada,—T’. A. Mippteton, who appearsas yet not tohave learned 
operating, already finds himself wondering as to the prospects of an operator in Can- 
ada. We think we can help T. A. Middleton by informing him that the prospects 
of an operator in Canada as regards screw are between two and three times as good 
as they are in England, butin order to get a berth out there at all he must be a first- 
clase man and have his work at his finger tips. Accordingly, it seems to be rather 
early to discuss the question of immediate emigration, seeing that our friend does 
not appear to have started to master the art by which he proposes to make his liveli- 
hood on the otherside, What is more, there could be no worse mistake than that of 
imagining that a mere “school” course, unsupplemented by actual operating box 
experience in England will be sufficient to take with him across the water on which 
to depend for hisliving. This is a typicalinstance of that failure to order one’s 
ideas which is so constantly landing emigrants in serious trouble. 

A Friendly Hand.—C. H. Jacons gives us a welcome break from the business of 
answering other folks’ queries by supplying us with one ready answered. It seems 
that the question previously arose in his mind as to how to oil the bearings of a pro- 
jector while in motion, and the way in which he has tackled and overcome the diffi- 
culty is extremely interesting. He has made a small brass box about 3} inches 
long by r4 inches wide and 14 inches deep. Inside this box are soldered four pieces 
of tube having their upper ends about half an inch below the level of the box lid, 
while the lower ends are soldered or braised into the bottom and are also tapered off 
so that small and flexible brass tubing may be attached to them. It is possible thus 
tofillthe box with oil to within nearly halfan inch of the top, which oil willsurround but 
not enter the tubes which have been solderedinto the box’s bottom. The rest of 
the apparatus consists of four pieces of absorbent wick attached to four wires, and 
the whole is started in operation by plunging the wicks half into the oil and the other 
half over the top and down into the middle of the tubes. In this way the oil will 
ascend the wick by capilliary action, and drip slowly first into the wide part of the 
tubes, then continuing its course through the bottom of the box and into the 
narrow brass tube attached, and which is led to the parts of the projector to be oiled. 
These parts are respectively the Maltese Cross and the main bearings of the quick- 
running spindles. A convenient position in which the oiling box may be fixed is 
somewhere on the far side of the top spool arm, to which it can be conveniently at- 
tached by means of a smallclamp. Speaking for ourselves, we like this little arrange- 
ment of C, H. Jacob’s very much, and certainly think it well worth a trial by those 
who are interested in the sweet running of the projector in their charge. 

A Glerk in the Kinematograph Trade.—H. W. Arcuer, who has previously held 
the positions of private secretary and solicitor’s clerk, wishes to obtain a job in 
connection with moving pictures. Judging by H. W. Archer's letter, he should find 
no preat difficulty in obtaining clerical employment in the counting house of one 
or other of the big kinematograph firms. Or he might obtain minor employment 
(which, by the way, he would find comparatively rough and ready) in some house 
engaged in the film hire trade. He should write round to such firms as Messrs 
Gaumont, the Urban Trading Co., Messrs. Butcher, etc., on the chance of hearing 
of an opening to his liking. He might with advantage advertise his want in our 
prepaid columns. 

Another Would-be Kinema Actor.—Joun Crawroxp, aged nineteen, wants 
our advice as to how to get into kinematograph acting. Youth and inexperience 
are not likely to do much in the line Jobn Crawford is looking to for his future. See 
replies to other similar queries in this and last week's column. . 

Facing the Difficulty Orrraror" has decided to build a full-sized theatre 
model projector and will start on the Maltese Cross first, simce it is the most difficult 
part of it. It is manly of ‘‘ Operator,” if not altogether wise. As to where he can 
buy the Maltese Cross without spindle, also a brass main driving wheel without a 
spindle. and: how much these will cost, the reply is that he might get them from any 
actual maker of kinematographs, though, by the way, the main driving wheel would 
almost certainly be of either gun metal or steel, and not brass at all, while a Maltese 
Cross without spindle or locking ring (and for the matter of that, without pushings 
and bearines correctly set} might possibly bea source of education to “ Operator,” 
but would not be guaranteed to be an unmitigated delight. The prices for these 
parts might be somewhere in the region of a pound or so for the two, according ‘to 
where he went'for thent, In any case they would be fancy and not real market 
prices, since the parts are seldom or never sold separately.

AN INSURANCE POINT. 

At the City of London Court, Judge Rentoul recently had 
before him the case of the London and Lancashire Life and 
General Assurance Association v. Boyle, which raised a question 
of considerable interest as to the responsibility of imsurance 
agents. The defendant was the agent of the plaintiff company 
and also secretary of the Edmonton Cinematograph Theatre Com- 
pany, Ltd. On behalf of the latter he signed a proposal for a policy 
of insurance with the plaintiffs, which was in due course prepared 
and forwarded to him. The plaintiffs, not obtaining from the 
defendant the amount of the premium, took these proceedings for 
its recovery. The defendant contended that the theatre com- 
pany never took up the policy, and that he left them just after it 
had been received. , 

His Honour found for the plaintiffs with costs, observing that 
the defendant should not have givenJup the policy to the theatre 
company without obtaining the premium from them.

RHINE FALLs, THe.—The opening section of the film shows 
the town of Schaffhausen, in which are to be seen houses having 
the characteristic Pratizier fronts common in Switzerland. ‘These 
consist of paintings of considerable artistic merit. In the first 
pictures of the falls, the contrast between the green colour of 
the water and the whiteness that prevails where the stream passes 
over hidden rocks, is clearly seen. A number of panoramas, 
up and down, show the extent of the falls. very elfectively. 
One of the views admirably illustrates the force of the water 
as it breaks over the rocks. In one of the later sections 1s to 
be seen Castle Haufen. The whole subject is a very beautiful 
Kinemacolor study, full of rich though subdued colouring 
afforded by the contrast between the pines and the deep greenish 
tint of the water of the river. The ghostly effect of the sister 
luminary lights up the peaks, and we get a beautiful scene of 
the Alps by moonlight. This is throughout a grand picture 
and a marvellous example of the powers of Kinemacolor. 


Lake Uri, SwitzERtanp.—At Brunnen begins the south arm 
of Lake Lucerne, which is here known as the Urner See, or Lake 
of Uri. ‘The subject is a most attractive scenic study and shows 
well the more rugged scenery oi this part of the lake. Some 
remarkable cloud effects are to be seen in the first section, and 
then we come to the famous Tell Platte, on which stands the 
Chapel of" William Tell. Schiller’s poem relates the story as- 
sociated with this place. The banks in this locality are ol a 
curiously contorted limestone strata. Our steamer now reaches 
Fluelen ; the mountains of the Schafburg are in the background, 
Following this a delightful panorama oi rugged lake scenery 
and then we see a boat disembarking passengers ; they are 
American travellers hustling because the local porters are too 
slow for them, and putting their own baggage in the train. 
The St. Gothard express now departs, and the hghts burning 
in the engine lamps will be noticed. 


Lake Tuun, SwitzERLAND,—A charming picture, including 
wild mountain scenery alternating with most delightiul pastoral 
studies, Lake Thun is eleven miles long and nearly two miles 
wide, and its waters are of great depth. To the left, as the 


. picture opens, is the Niesen mountain, a peak of pyramidal 


shape. Near it are the glittering snowfields of the Blumlisalp. 
Next we see St. Beatenberg station and Spietz village. This is 
the starting point for climbing expeditions up the Niesen. ‘The 
castle of Oberhaufen is next encountered., Near some meaclows 
is the canal leading to the town of Thun, which is some distance 
from the Jake proper. We now obtain a panoramic view of the 
town and castle of Thun. This is the portal to the beautilul 
Oberland. The castle, easily distinguishable on account of 
its square tower with corner turrets, was built in 1182. An 
extensive panorama of the Bernese Oberland is obtained here, 
The Jungfrau, Lotschberg, Breithorn and Wildstrubel and. the 
peaks seen in the order named. Next year the railway will 
be carried through the mountains at this point. The three peaks 
next seen are the Jungirau, Monch and Figer. Oberhauten 1s 
passed again as we leave the canal and return to the main portion 
of the lake, and as we continue our journey the steamer passes 
some beautiful creeper in autumn tints growing over a wall 
bordering the lake. More views of the Bernese Oberland from 
various points of view are obtained as we proceed, anda. ¢harm- 
ing panorama of meadows on the hillsides will also be noticed. 
Scenes on the canal at Interlaken, including some lovely rt- 


__ .Jections in still waters, conclude th» subject. 
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tionally full of pretty and artistic scenes. It deals with an im- 
portant part of the well-known district ot the Engadine, a valley 
of sixty miles long descending from the Maloja Pass tojthe 
Tyrolese frontier. The highest part of the valley, above St. 


Moritz, is the most beautiful, with its severe mountain scenery, 


numerous lakes and picturesque villages, while the side valley 
of Pontresina commands magnificent views of the peaks of the 
Bernina group. ‘The slopes of the mountains here are wooded 
to the height of over 7,200 ft. above sea level, whereas in most 
parts of the Alps trees cannot grow at an altitude above 6,200 
feet. ‘The strong bracing air of the Upper Engadine makes it 


one of the most famous health resorts of the world + there are 


also healthgiving mineral springs.

At the conclusion of exactly one year from the first presenta- 
tion of the series, the Kinemacolor pictures, ““ With Our King 
and Queen through India,"’ were withdrawn on Saturday evening 
from the program of the Scala Theatre.

It was noted that an important figure, Lord 
Hardinge, received a sympathetic cheer on account of the mis- 
‘fortune he has since encountered, and the native attendant who 
was killed by the bomb intended for the Viceroy was pointed out 
on the screen by the lecturer, Mr. St. John Hamund. In view 
of the fact that the reputation of the Scala for the last twelve 
months has been synonymous with the Durbar at Delhi, 1t was 
appropriate that the audience should be reminded at the close 
of the series of the memorial to be erectedJin Delhi for which 
subscriptions were invited, 

Monday evening sawjthe inception of an entirely new program, 
of which the principal item was a wonderful and most]interesting 
series of natural history studies. These, supplemented from the 
stage by comments grave and gay, provided the solid, albeit 
highly digestible, portion of the entertainment. Infinite variety 
was afforded by dramas and comedies from the American 
Kinemacolor Company, “ Rambles in Paris,” from the French 
Company ‘some very beautiful views of Alpineand lake scenery and 
a number of items of a miscellaneous character. The program 
as a whole amply proved that Kinemacolor has plenty to offer 
Scala audiences quite apart from the reproduction of historic 
ceremonies on which, as circumstances have hitherto directed, 
its reputation has been largely built.

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The Nice Carnival. 


The first Natural Colour Picture of the Nice Carnival was taken 
by Kinemacolorin rgto, In the following year a second picture 
was taken and in 1912, so complete a record was taken that it 
will always remain as the standard by which pictures of this 
interesting event will be judged. Im view of the comprehen- 
siveness and perfect photographic quality of last year’s picture, 
it has not been thought necessary to take another series in 
Kinemacolor, particularly having regard to the fact that the 
course of events and the styles of costume and decoration 
adopted vary but little from year to year. 


Advances in London and Provinces. 


Beginning this week Kinemacolor is added to the program 
of the New Gallery Kinema, the handsome house whose opening 
a few weeks ago by Sir George Alexander attracted such wide- 
spread notice in the general press.

ful producer is nature, and the most versatile tragedian 

(and comedian, for that matter) is—nature. Who then, wish- 

ing to produce a film, could do better than collaborate—with 
nature ? 

There was once a producer who said to his confreres, ‘‘ For 
many years I have heard of the wonders of nature ; time and 
again I am told of her beauties. I am therefore resolved to avail 
myself of her marvellous opportunities. With these words he 
picked up his camera and set out. Alas! our producer’s sight 
was affected. Furthermore, he was no pedestrian, and agility 
in him was lacking. The consequence was that when his film 
was complete he found that nature had apparently mocked him, 
revealing only her freaks. And so he formed the opinion, 
erroneous, of course, that nature was much over-rated. 


A: artistic production in the full sense of the word is a rare 





scene from “THE CHILD OF THE SYLVAN LAKE.”’ 


This happened many years ago, and the opportunities offered 
by nature for film subjects are no longer a secret. They seem, 
however, to be used, in many cases, only as actual ‘ nature ” 
subjects, and the excellence of natural backgrounds for the general 
run of film stories has been largely neglected. Largely, but not 
entirely. 

“The Child of the Sylvan Lake” is one of the exceptions. 
The air of rustic tranquility, of simple unfaked grace apparent 
throughout this film is most refreshing. The photoplay under 
review is to be released by the International Feature Film Co., 
and there is an added interest in the fact that the title role is 
played by a talented young lady who was formally with the Nor- 
disk Co., and won fame for herself in “‘ The Dead Man’s Child ” 
and other well-known productions of this company. The photo- 
graphy throughout is excellent. 

The story, which is in two parts with a prelude, tellsof agirl’s 
fove foran artist. We are shown how a mother is forced through 
adverse circumstances to desert her child. She places it in a 
little wicker cradle and, gently pushing aside the reeds, sends it 
on its way across the “sylvan lake.’’ The little one is found 
by an old gardener, who adopts her. Time goes on and the 
child grows into a beautiful girl. The glorious environment of 
her home attracts the attention of an artist, who determines to 
do a canvas of the “ Sylvan Lake” for the coming Salon. He 
becomes acquainted with Lara, as the ‘‘ Child of the Lake ” 
has been christened, and prevails upon her to pose in his picture. 
As the days pass the artist commences a mild flirtation with his 
model, She on her part learns to love him. Soon, however 
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the work is finished and the artist goes away. To add to Lara’s 
sorrow her foster father dies. Utterly wretched and lonely, 
she determines to seek out the artist. She culls a few simple 
flowers from the garden and sets out on her journey. 

Meanwhile, the artist has forgotten her, Surrounded by a 
number of shallow acquaintances, he is living a life of gaiety. 
Lara is afforded a glimpse of his life and with a shudder drops 
her flowers and leaves. The artist finds the posy and a wave 
of remorse comes over him. Instinctively he realises the depth 
ot Lara's love and he follows the girl home. Suddenly an over- 
whelming fear takes hold of him. He makes his way to the 
‘Sylvan Lake *’ and even as he reaches it, Lara's head disap- 
pears beneath the water. Frantically he rushes in and succeeds 
in bringing her unconscious form to the bank, For a moment it 
would appear that Lara has passed away. Then, with a little 
sob of joy, she revives and clasps her arms around the neck 
of the man she loves so well.

PICTURE PALACE DISPUTE. 


In the Chancery Division on Friday, Lord Justice Farwell 
(sitting as an additional judge) had before him a motion in the 
action of the Kilburn and Hackney Picture Palaces, Ltd., Mr 
Isaac Abraham Clozenberg and Mr. John Hopkins v. Mr. Joseph 
Clozenberg and Mr. David Walter Beck. 

Mr. Gore Browne, K.C. (for plaintiffs) asked for an injunction 
restraining the defendants from exercising any of the powers of 
managing director of the plaintiff company and from preventing 
Mr. George Edward King acting as general manager and inter- 
fering with him in the discharge of his duties, from taking away 
any of the company’s employees and from converting to their 
own use any of the property of the company. 

Mr. Romer, K.C. (for defendants) asked for a week's adjourn- 
ment to enable him to answer the evidence. 

Mr. Gore Browne asked for an undertaking that Mr. King 
should not be interfered with, meanwhile. The defendants 
had threatened to throw Mr. ‘King out. 

Mr. Romer denied this and said that plaintiffs had put an 
end to the powers of his clients, who were managing directors. 

His Lordship thought an undertaking was necessary. It 
was understood that the stalus gue would be observed. 

Mr. Romer.—We cannot dllow Mr. King to interfere with 
our duties, but he will not be interfered with. 

The motion was adjourned for a week.

Of all the attendant evils which civilisation has brought im 
its train none are so pathetic as that of the tenement housing 
system.

He is later refused admittance to his own 
home and is finally thrown into a cell at the police station, 
where his friends find him asleep. E- pil 

They redress him in his proper clothes and take him back to 
the club, where, on awakening, he believes his past experiences 
to have been a dream. Regenerated through the virtue of rags 
he restores the widow to her rooms, instals new furniture and 
leaves with the satisfaction of knowing that he has entered 
upon reparation for the long years of misery that he has caused.

A DAMAGED FILM. 
At the Sheerness County Court on Friday, before Judge 
aaeee the B.B, Picture Hiring Co,, Ltd., sued Messrs. 

A. J. Rudd and F. W. Johnson, proprietors of Arcadia 
Piles Palace; Sheerness, for the sum of £51 135. 6d., 
for hiring and alleged damage toa film entitled “God of the 
Sun,” hired by them from the above campany. 

It was stated that the film was supplied to defendant for the 
opening week of the Arcadia Picture Palace on October 21st of 
last year. I[t was then in splendid condition, but on its return 
on the 23rd it was found to be so damaged that it was absolutely 
useless, the sprocket holes being torn right out. 

Expert -witnesses were called, who stated in their opinion 
the damage was caused by the sprocket of a machine being 
badly worn and blunt, which would have a tendency to tear the 
sprocket holes of the film. 

The defence set up was that the film was in a bad condition 
when received, but the Judge held the defendants responsible 
and ordered them to pay (15 7s. $d. and £5 costs.

“ Theodora ” palpitates with interest from start to finish. There 
is not a single foot of padding. It is a story of the eternal 
triangle—a woman and two men. The woman in the case is 
the all powerful Empress Theodora, and the story is one which 
will make a wide and irresistible appeal. It is instinct with 
human pathos and as portrayed by Mlle. Sahary-Djeli, the 
character is one which immediately grips the imagination. 
Never has this famous actress played with more power and real 
force than in this production. Her acting throughout was 
such that it drew unstinted applause from a most critical audience 
on Friday afternoon ; for everyone present agreed that her por- 
trayal of this passionate Empress was inimitable. ‘The varied 
phases of the woman's complex nature were cleverly indicated 
and the climax held the audience spell-bound. 

One feels that it is matter for sincere congratulation that the 
photo-play is attracting to its service such distinguished men as 
Mons, Victorien Sardou and other equally famous men of letters. 
“Theodora ” marks a definite step forward in the progress of the 
art. One must also extend the heartiest congratulations to

The story, in brief, is as follows : Andreas, entering the market 
place at Byzantium in company with others who hold the Romans 
in hatred, comes upon a crowd surging about a drunken ruffian 
who has divested the Empress Theodora of her veil. She has 
ventured incognito into the city in search of adventure, and while 
the Greek releases her from her predicament he does not recog- 
mise her, although he is enthralled by her beauty. Under the 
name of Myrta, the Empress commences a romantic intrigue 
with Andreas, who is for long ignorant of her identity. 

During one of their clandestine meetings Theodora learns 
that Andreas has allied himself with a faction in revolt against 
the Emperor and Empress. She secures the paper to which the 
plotters have penned their names, and while resolving to save 
her lover, determines to entrap the other conspirators. She 
tears out the signature of Andreas and. then hands the list to 
Justinian. Marcellus, the friend of Andreas, elected to be the 
chief instrument in the assassination, is arrested and condemned 
to torture and death. Before he is placed upon ‘the rack, 
Theodora, at his behest, stabs him with the pin which holds 


her tresses in place, lest he should disclose his fellow conspirators. 


in the agonies of torture. Andreas’ grief over his dead friend 
is turned into intense hate against Theodora when he discovers 
she 1s identical with Myrta. The discovery is made when the 
imperor and Empress attend to view the gladiatorial fightsin the 
arena of the Hippodrome, and Andreas, at the head of a force of 
Greeks, makes a vicious charge towards the royal pair as soon 
as they are seated. After asanguinary fight Andreas and others 
are overwhelmed and cast into a dungeon. 

A violent scene occurs when the Empress visits Andreas, 
who populares her and bitterly upbraids her. To re-awaken his 
love, eodora seeks a love philtre, but the enmity of the sooth- 
sayer to whom she has recourse, results in the substitution of a 
phial of poison. Andreas is brought into her presence in the 
palace, after undergoing torture, but he recoils from her caresses 
when he regains consciousness, and only raging thirst induces 
him to take the goblet, into which the philtre has been emptied, 
from her, The poison rapidly takes effect, and Andreas falls 
back dead. Theodora throws herself in the bitterness of her 
grief wpon the corpse, in which posture she is found by the 
Emperor, and this, confirming the suspicions he already enter- 
tained of her relations with Andreas, causes him to immediately 
condemn her to strangulation. 

The finale is so immensely strong, and unsuspected, and its 
“rip so effective, that Friday afternoon’s audience made no ef- 
fort to stir for some moments after it had concluded, surely high 
tribute to the power of the play from so critical an assemblage.

HE American Biograph Co. is responsible for a production 

of unquestionable merit. The interpretation has 

been cleverly undertaken by some of this company’s 

best artistes and is at once natural and sustained, while the story 

has been filmed with the utmost regard for detail. Furthermore, 

itis unique. The drastic changes wrought in the history of the 

dance during the past few years is cleverly shown, and the 

humour of the modern ragtime revue proves a welcome antidote 
to the tragedy of the story itself.

The opening scene introduces us to two brothers. The one, 
an idealist and dreamer, the other, a “man about town.” The 
latter visits a theatre where a review of the period is in progress, 
Genova, the premier danseuse, attracts his attention. Through- 
out the various phases in the ballet his interest in her grows. 
Later, he forms her acquaintance. Night after night he is at 
the theatre drinking in every movement of the girl he has learned 
to love with more than just a passing fervour, Finally, he pro- 
poses marriage and Genova, unable to foresee the consequences 
of such a step, accepts him. Time rolls on and the former star 
realises that she is not happy. Some strange, inate desire is 
ever calling to her. Her husband, on the other hand, has grad- 
ually become domesticated. He is still deeply in love with his 
wife and has now the added joy of a little baby girl. One day 
some old acquaintances call upon Genova. She listens with 
rapt attention as they tell her of the new review. She is in the 
midst of some wild fantastic dance when her husband enters 
the room. His ill-concealed displeasure fans the smouldering 
spark of discontentment that has long been smouldering in 
her breast. Suddenly the storm breaks. In a flash the woman 
realises how unsuited she is to things domesticated and, in a 
few sharp, cruel words, she tells her husband that she has done 
with him. Forfeiting all claim to her child she leaves her husband, 

Once again she becomes the public's favourite and commands 
her bevy of admirers. Only once does she waver. The usual 
matinee is over and in the company of a number of friends, 
Genova is strolling home. Suddenly she comes upon her child 
who, left to its own devices, has strayed from home, Tenderly 
she picks it up and carries 1t back to its father. It is then that 
she is tempted to return. But the pleasures of life prove too 
strong for her. ‘“‘ Our ways lie apart,’’ she tells her husband ; 
“* Ol ‘and Water, each to irs own course.’”’ And so she goes 
out of his life forever, to continue that futile chase after happiness 
till the hand of death claims her.

The meeting was convened for the purpose of passing the audited balance sheet 
and report for the past year, alteration and revision of the bye-laws, and the election 
of alficers and committee for t913. 

The balance sheet was read by the Hon, Treasurer, Mr. Wm. Johitson, Sum- 
marised, the grass receipts and expenditure were as follows: Income, 1912, £201 
as, Id. : expenditure, {ror 25. 54d. ; excess of receipts over expenditure, {99 19s. 
yid. This last amount, added to the 1911 balance of {150 25. 14d., gave a gross 
total balance of (250. 1s. 9d., of which {200 19s. 11d. had been transferred to the 
Central Fund of the N.A.T-E., leaving {49 1s. tod. to be retained by the N.A.C.O, 
for petty expenses. 

Mr. Johnson explained that the transfer had been approved by a ballot of the 
members, and was rendered necessary by the N.A.T.E. becoming an approved society 
under the National Insurance Act. As the central fund had absorbed 75 per cent. 
of the gross balance they had rendered themselves responsible for N.A.C.C. members. 
' By the re-arrangement, greater benefits (dispute pay and funeral benefits) had been 
siven to the members, and this for a smaller subscription than had hitherto been 
paid, viz., gd. per week instead of 1/6 per month. The entrance fee had also been 
reduced from 5s. to 43s. 

Mr. E. H. Mason, acting Hon. Sec., presented the report, from which it appeared 
that the activities of the Association had been not only well maintained, but extended. 
During the year 116 new members had joined. Legal assistance had been given to 
three members who claimed salary in licu of notice, and numerous minor disputes 
had been adjusted between members and their employers. ‘The Licensing Bill.bad 
been issued and Mr. C. W. Bowerman’s promise obtained to introduce it into the 
House of Commons during the year., Evasion of the L.C. C. rezulations regarding 
Sunday opening had been brought to the notice of the Music Hall and Theatres 
Committee of that body. The ground of complaint was the employment of the 
operator seven days a week. In every case in which the Committee had moved the 
license for Sunday opening had been withdrawn. Employment had been found for 
many members who had applied to be placed on the unemployed register, and loans 
and grants had been made to members in distress or temporary need of help. Thirty- 
eight nrembers had presented themselves for examination, of whom thirty-five had 
passed in various classes, and three had failed. 

The report and balance sheet were unanimously adopted, the officers and com- 
mittee complimented on their management of the society, and the claims of the 
Association commended to the consideration of ali operators who were not yet 
mem bers, 

The by laws of the Association were amended in accordance with the new scale 
af contributions and benefits, and the election of officers and committee resulted 
as follows . President, Mr. EH. Mason (third year) ; Vice-President, Mr. A. Sayers ; 
Hon. See. (pra fen.) Mr. Eo. Mason ; Hon. Treasurer, Mr. W. Johnson ; Committee, 
Mr. E.'S. Catlin, Mr. J. Hutchins, Mr. A: Malcolm, Mr. W. Watson, Mr. F. W. Green, 
Mr. -C, W. Perry and Mr. F. Hackett. The last two were elected for the first time. 
Messrs, E. H. Mason and J. Hutchins were also appointed representatives of the 
W.A.C.O. on the Executive Council of the N.A.T.E. ; 

Votes of thanks to the rétiring officers and committee for their services during 
the past year aud to the Chairman for presiding at the meeting brought the proceed- 
ings +0 4 close.
